Gathering of La Chaine 


N. music or entertainment ob- 
trudes upon the dinner gatherings of 
La Chaine Des Rotisseurs. The excel- 
lence of the foods presumably sparks 
only the most noteworthy conversa- 
tion, and the murmur of splendid ac- 
companying wines is music to the 
gourmet ear. 

La Chaine’s invitation dinner at 
the Breakers, hosted by Maitre Culi- 
naire Henry Warren, began by tradi- 
tion with a reception in the hotel’s 
Gold Room. By tradition also, the re- 
ceiving room must have the look of 
“‘a comfortable living room”? — wait- 
ers must serve hors d’oeuvres and 
champagne ‘“‘in white gloves with sil- 
ver trays’. 

All rules rigidly adhered to, and 
the initiation of new members com- 
pleted, guests were beckoned to the 
“premiere assiette’’ by chimes. 

Noted on their way to the Medi- 
terranean Room were such gourmets 
as Mr. and Mrs. Edward Bennenson, 
“La Bailli’? of the U.S. Chaine from 
New York City; Charles A. Monnin, 
Florida delegate to the affair; and 
Lees Schadell Jr. of Ft. Lauderdale. 

Distinguished as the oldest gastro- 
nomic society in the world, La Chaine 
was begun in 1248 in Paris, during 
the reign of Louis IX. The first chap- 
ter in the United States was estab- 
lished in 1955. All traditions and rules 


for society dinners have been main- 
tained through the centuries. 

Prior to their first taste of “‘con- 
somme a L’Essence de Kangourou 
Tail’? non-members are prepped on 
the evening’s dining canons: no water, 
salt and pepper, condiments, rolls or

The hospitable buffet is so beauti- 
fully versatile!

chafing dish specialities built on sea- 
food and poultry; imaginative casse- 
roles prepared with loving care. In 
fact, with all the warming and chill- 
ing devices available today, food can 
remain at flavor peak even when the 
cocktail hour is a bit too long. 

The food in our color photograph 
is in line with one of the most perva- 
sive modern trends in cooking — the 
use of wine. Wine is a magic ingredi- 
ent that assures tender meats and 
adds bouquet and flavor to salads, 
vegetables and desserts.

A quick look at the table of con- 
tents — instances and theory of sexu- 
al politics, historical background, the 
political, polemical, literary phases of 
the sexual revolution, reactionary pol-

icy, the reaction in ideology and, fi- 
nally, the literary reflection, led me to 
feel I was in for academic Nembutal 
prose and a lot of dreary argle-bargle 
about Women’s Liberation. I think 
it’s unfair and discouraging that a 
single woman or a divorced woman 
with heavy financial burdens should 
be paid less, often astonishingly much 
less, than a man doing the same job. 
“T am aware that my beautiful 
16-year-old daughter espouses the 
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cause to the extent that she doesn’t 
pretend not to notice construction 
workers’ comments but says ‘“‘Hello, 
pretty man,” right back, and I recog- 
nized that all this to-do about not 
wearing bras and bra-less Amazons 
may be some women’s A to D cup of 
tease but certainly isn’t mine. Apart 
from these less than lofty thoughts, I 
haven’t been much concerned about 
Women’s Lib except to wish women 
wouldn’t shout so loudly about it on 
television. Besides which, it occurs to 
me that I like the feeling of being 
looked after and protected by men 
and wish that it would happen more 
often. 

Therefore, it came as a great sur- 
prise to me that Kate Millett’s Sexual 
Politics, the Bible of Women’s Libera- 
tion though it may be, could be read, 
even by this apathetic member of the 
congregation, only with admiration 
for the author’s brilliance. Her schol- 
arship is leavened by strategically se- 
lected passages of the sensational sex- 
ual scenery unreeled by D.H. Law- 
rence, viewed as a fanatical male 
chauvinist; Henry Miller, seen to 
demonstrate the female’s ‘‘moronic 
complaisance and helpless carnality”’ 
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in his bedroom fantasies; Norman 
Mailer, to espouse the glories of patri- 
archy; and homosexual author Jean 
Genet whose descriptions of his in- 
verted milieu parody the sexual ethics 
of heterosexual society. 

The lengthy pornographic texts, 
filled with scarlet subjunctives and 
wayward phrases, expose not only 
embedded bodies but also the com- 
plexities and corruptions of reason, 
ethic, language and carnality embed- 
ded in our culture. Pornography im- 
bued with social significance becomes 
something else again, its exalted con- 
text, its raison d’etre and a convenient 
detergent for reader morality and 
conscience, nicely bearing out the axi- 
om stated by Mr. McGrady in 
Stranger Than Naked or How To 
Write Dirty Books For Profit. 

Pornography, when invested with 


redeeming social values — in this 
case, with authentic sociological and 
philosophical commentary — enters a 


reader’s field of vision untainted by 
shame or moral qualms. That is, with 
the exception of the first page where- 
on the reader, this reader, is some- 
what taken aback by a passage from 
Henry Miller’s Sexus, outlawed in 


this country until five years ago, set 
forth boldly without benefit of expla- 
nation until the last two lines of the 
page. I hadn’t expected Sexual Poli- 
tics to fulfill quite as literally or as li- 
terarily that which its subheading 
claimed: “‘A surprising examination of 
society’s most arbitrary folly.” 


L. March, when one may feel 
more aware than any other time of 
follies committed in matters of mon- 
ey, Eliot Janeway has comprehensive 
counsel to offer in What Shall I Do 
With My Money? published by 
McKay. Organized in the question 
and answer format, a sort of financial 
Dear Abby, the book combines the 
readability of a lovelorn column with 
the advice of a seasoned investment 
counselor. Eliot Janeway, a political 
analyst and economist, introduces 
chaptered anthologies of money quan- 
daries and appropriate solutions for 
adjustment “from the last decade of 
affluence to the new decade of strain 
upon affluence,’’ applicable to the 
general good of the country and to 
the comfort and freedom of the indi- 
vidual. 

Janeway observes that yesterday’s 
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luxuries have mushroomed into neces- 
sities, that yesterday’s quick killers 
have been turned into today’s costly 
cures, that the cheap cost of straight 
life insurance policies remain the one 
outstanding inflation-proof bargain in 
today’s inflationary jungle, that the 
most profitable way to play inflation 
is to owe money on a long-term basis. 
Smart people are putting their money 
into telephone bonds rather than

telephone stocks, that a positively re- 


juvenated bond market is the precon- 
dition for a stabilized stock market, 
and that free advice is worth exactly 
what it costs. 

Among his many conclusions: 
““Most people who have unhappy ex- 
periences as investors or as specula- 
tors, make their own trouble by buy- 
ing the illusion that unearned income 


can be trusted to compound faster 
than earned income.” 

This is a simple, straightforward 
book slanted toward the interests of 
the amateur investor and tyros in the 
money game, a reassuring refresher 
course for the experienced pro. The 
antiphonal chorus of supplicant and 
guru — Mr. Janeway, here’s my 
problem, what should I do? The anx- 
ious question followed by the confi- 
dent, omniscent response has a mes- 
meric effect on me, the suggestion 
whispered in the inner ear that sensi- 
ble solutions exist for all dilemmas 
singularly soothing and comforting 
even if none of the problems apply or 
are personally identifiable. The 
thought that sensible solutions to 
money problems exist is, in itself, 
steadying in these inflationary times. 

Next month on the subject of 
money, we can address ourselves to 
the engaging subject of how personali- 
ty makes you a winner or a loser in 
the stock market, the theme of a wit- 
ty and analytical book whose author 
contends that the personality traits of 
one’s “‘investor” self are the decisive 
factors determining the stock market 
winners of next year.

“Our shirts are detailed, and suits 
now have wider lapels. The jacket is 
shaped to the body, with an action 
back, a’shoulder pleat to permit free 
movement,’’ Lauren explains. 

Polo is updating this look for 
young people who have money to 
spend on clothing and want a touch 
of individuality. 

Four years ago, men’s wear was 
traditional in a Brooks Brothers 
sense. The young businessman wore a 
black, dark grey, or dark blue suit 
with a white shirt and conservative 
dark tie.

The young 
businessman now chooses conserva- 
tive clothing, but with a touch of in- 
dividuality.

one-fourth its original volume. Nor- 
mally, lighter wines are used as an 
agreeable extension of the cooking liq- 
uid. Subtlety is the key. Only in un- 
usual cases should wine supply the 

strongest element for final taste. 

Seasonings such as herbs are usu- 
ally cooked with the meat or with the 
stock and wine for greatest extraction 
of taste. More perishable taste ele- 
ments, such as brandy, are added the 
moment before serving. 

Our birthday buffet weaves wine 
into almost every dish, in a menu in- 
spired by the words of Lady Mary 
Wortley Montagu, speaking in the 
18th Century: ‘‘And we meet with 
champagne and a chicken at last?” 

Most of the preparation is done in 
advance, so the hostess spends her 
time among guests. 

We start with thin slices of Clam-

The guest artist was talented 22-year-old Garrick Ohls- 
son of White Plains, N.Y., first-place winner of the Chopin 
International Competition in Warsaw. Speaking to young 
guests the tall, jocular Ohlsson said of his full beard, “I 
grew it because I just can’t be too ‘establishment’!” 

His brilliant presentation of Chopin and Pasquini drew 
a standing ovation from the impressive audience including 
the Secretary of the Treasury and Mrs. Kennedy, Post- 
master General and Mrs. Blount, Britain’s Cabinet Secre- 
tary Sir Burke Trend, English Speaking Union President 
and Mrs. Archbold van Buren, the John Roosevelts of 
New York, the J. Burr Bartrams of Hobe Sound and many 
more.

The President had warm praise for the handsome 31- 
year-old Britisher as he introduced him to the Dean Ache- 
sons, Thomas E. Dewey, Rev. and Mrs. Norman Vincent 
Peale, the Elmer Bobsts, the George Champions, GOP 
stalwart Leonard Hall, the William Renchards of New 
York and the Roscoe Picketts of Atlanta. 

David’s mother Mrs. Mona Frost, had flown from En- 
gland for the special evening. ‘‘I’m so very glad to be here 

. in this beautiful house ... and to meet these wonderful 
people .. . It has been quite a year for David,” she said. 
“T went to Buckingham Palace to see him receive the OBE 
(Order of the British Empire) from Her Majesty and now 
I’m at the White House meeting the President of the 
United States and Mrs. Nixon. It’s wonderful!”

Plans of this doughty pair have 
progressed to the point of receiving 
permission from the majority of coun- 
tries involved in the flight plan, but 
stumbling block is the U.S.S.R. The 
Russian Embassy in Washington has 
given no hope. Florida Congressman 
Paul Rogers scurried around and tried 
with his influence. Still “‘nyet.” 

“The project seemed abandoned,” 
Bussey recalls, “but at this point our 
friend Mark Rascovich said he’d try 
to open some doors through his pub- 
lisher.”’ Mark, another Palm Beacher, 
is best known for his book The Bed- 
ford Incident and for his collaboration 
with Commander Lloyd Bucher on 
the recent Bucher: My Story, pub- 
lished by Doubleday. Rascovich 
hoped to work out a “cultural ex- 
change”’ arrangement through Dou- 
bleday, but the final word was still 
no. And this was regardless of the 
fact that Bussey offered to cooperate 
by picking up a Russian pilot in Hel- 
sinki to accompany them (with a gim- 
let eye on their activities) .

hour run for pilot Bussey, with stops 
at Norfolk, Va. and Presque Isle, Me. 

The three now set out for Nar- 
sarssuaq Airport in Greenland, a 
flight of about four hours. Bear in 
mind this is ice pack territory, and as 
far as the eye can see the world is 
blue and white and cold; the water 
dotted with ice floes. 

The airport at Greenland, not a 
beehive of activity generally, is about 
43 miles up a fjord which is dandy 


when the pilot has unlimited visibili- 
ty. In Bussey’s case the trio was 
above the clouds when they first re- 
ceived the radio beacon signal at 
Greenland which established their po- 
sition as over the beacon. Ed turned 
back at a 180 degree angle west over 
the Atlantic, came in on the beacon, 
let down through the clouds, and at 
about 100 foot altitude came face to 
face with an iceberg at the entrance 
to the fjord.

Anyway, we were commit- 
ted to Narsarssuaq.” Flying at 95 to 
100 feet in this area is sporty. Actual- 
ly they were flying on instrument 
conditions most of the way from 
Goose Bay to London. 

In remote places where a private 
aircraft can’t always get through with 
position reports, information is often 
relayed through T.W.A. or Pan Am 
airliners. 

The next leg was north to Rey- 
kjavik, Iceland, another four hours, 
and lots more ice . . . when it was 
visible. The trio then pressed on to 
Prestwick, Scotland, and then the last 
lap .. . to London.
